MOTOR FUEL CONSUMPTION 


The latest estimate by the U. S. Bureau of Public Roads 
shows a total motor fuel use for calendar 1965 of 75.1 
billion gallons -- a 4.2% bddreiee over the previous 

year. The estimate for New Jersey is 2.5 billion gallons, 


the same increase over 1964, 


As far as highway use is concerned, it is estimated 2,4 
billion gallons -- or 800 gallons per vehicle -- will be 
used in New Jersey this year for a 4.4% increase over the 


previous year, 
MOTOR VEHICLE REGISTRATION 


The Bureau of Public Roads also estimates 90 million motor vehicles 
will be registered in the U. S. this year, 4.3% more than in 


1964, The estimate for New Jersey is 3 million registered

The number of registered automobiles in New Jersey this year 
is estimated at 2,7 million for a 5.4% increase over the previous 
year, while the number of trucks and buses is estimated at 323,000 


for a 3.4% increase, 


STATE HIGHWAY INCOME 


While the State of New Jersey operates on a fiscal year, 
the U. S, Bureau of Public Roads continues to keep records 
on a calendar year basis and, instead of utilizing appro- 
priations and obligations, it keeps track of income and 


expenditures according to cash flow. 


The Bureau reported that New Jersey's highway income for 
calendar 1964 totalled $268.7 million, Of this, the net 
income from motor fuel taxes was $134.3 million; the net 
income from registration fees was $78.5 million; the net 
income from motor carrier taxes was $2.1 million; the funds 


received from the Bureau of Public Roads (cash) amounted to 
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STATE HIGHWAY INCOME, cont'd. 


$49,2 million; $3.2 million was transferred from local 
governments for work on the Secondary System; and $1.4 million 
was received from other agencies including the Port of New 


York Authority. 


The Bureau likewise reported that the cash expenditures 

from highway funds for the same year amounted to $154.6 

million, Of this, $87 million was spent on construction of 

State highways; $21.6 million on maintenance of the State 

Highway System; $11.6 million on administration and engineering 
(virtually all of this was preliminary engineering); $10.4 million 
on law enforcement relating to State ss athens $2.8 million for 
debt service on highway bonds; $4.5 million on secondary routes; 
$15.3 million for State Aid to local governments; approximately 
$700,000 on State park and forest roads; and slightly more 


than $640,000 on other highway related activities. 


After accounting for balance due on outstanding construction 
contracts, the Bureau of Public Roads estimated that $75.6 
million in so called “highway user revenue" was diverted to 


non-highway purposes. 
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DIVISION OF LOCAL GOVERNMENT AID 


All phases of the State Aid Program continued to be active. Efforts 
are being made to complete the work before cold weather.

Statistics Course. The Rider College sponsored 
four-credit Statistics Course was completed this month. 
Twenty of the twenty-three participants received passing 
grades. All participants thought the course, which was an 
accelerated and more advanced version of the normal college 
course, was extremely beneficial, Sufficient interest has 
been generated by this year's participants in their various 
Bureaus that a sufficient number of other employees needing 
statistics for their job performance hav2 created a demand 


for a repeat of this course next summer.

Remedial Stenographic Refresher Course. This course 
which was designed for stenograohers who had been unable to 
pass their Civil Service examination of eighty words per 
minute was completed this month. All participants have 
qualified through Civil Service for permanent appointments 
as Clerk Stenographers. This remedial program, both From 
the participants' and the Training Section's point of view, 
has proven its worth, not only as a training program, but 


as a method of employee retention. 


Nonprofessional Engineering Training Program. 
One=-hundred twenty-eight Department nonprofessional 
engineering personnel started their three-evening-a-week 
educational course at the Union County, Trenton, and 
Camden County education centers. Participants will be 
taking algebra I, physics I (mechancis), and engineering 
drawing I, this semester. Seventeen Highway engineers are 
participating with the technical-vocational schools in the 
instructional process. Mr. James R. Schuyler, State Highway 
Engineer, initiated the proceedings in the Trenton center, 

Mr. Austin Schenck, Northern District Engineer, initiated 

the proceedings in the Union County center, and Mr. John Datz, 
Southern Assistant District Engineer, initiated proceedings 

at the Camden County center. Final miscellaneous arrangements 
have been completed with Civil Service on such items as credit 
for courses taken at other educational institutions. We have 


already received numerous requests from educational institu-

tions and other Highway Departments as to the mechanics of 
this program. After one month of operation the program 


appears to be settling down and employee participation and 


morale is high. 


Basic Stenographic Refresher Course. Twenty-three 
permanent Clerk Stenographers and temporary Senior Clerk 
Stenographers completed another Basic Stenographic Refresher 
Course. This course was designed to take participants up to 
110 words per minute in stenography as well as vigorously 
drill them in punctuation and spelling and other secretarial 
skills. Participants and the instructor were well satisfied 


with the course. 


Internal Auditing Course. Four professional-level 
accountants and auditors have been enrolled in the Internal 
Auditing Course at Rider College. Such training was deemed 
necessary by the Comptroller and the Training Section due to 
the nature of the assignments now being handled by these 


personnel, 


Soils Mechanics and Foundation Course. This sixteen- 
week course which is being held in conjunction with Trenton 


Junior College is progressing at a satisfactory rate. Eighteen

Department employees are undergoing training in all aspects 
of soils engineering and will complete the sixteen-week 
course early in January of 1966.

Highway Beautification 


Trenton, Oct. 11 ~ The New Jersey State Highway Department today announced 
pans to take immediate advantage of the Highway Beautification Bill passed 


b;r the Congress. 


"Due to the interest of Governor Richard J. Hughes in President Johnson's 
program," the Department said, "a broad plan was developed early this year 
for the construction of comprehensive rest areas on each of the major 


Interstate Routes serving New Jersey." 


Highway Commissioner Dwight R. G. Palmer directed that at least two such 
rest areas, providing complete parking, tourist information, picnic, and 
sanitary facilities, be developed for Interstate Routes 78, 80, 95, 287 

and 295. It is anticipated that the cost may be $50,000 to $200,000 for 


each installation. 


In addition, six other rest areas and two "scenic overlooks" are planned for 
other sections of the Interstate System within New Jersey, and 1) smaller 


rest areas are already under way along other highways. 


The new Federal act is estimated to provide $2,717,086 for fiscal 1966 

and $2,905,679 for fiscal 1967 to New Jersey for highway beautification work. 
In addition to being utilized for rest areas and scenic overlooks, the funds 

will assist the State in financing programs of screening junkyards and other 

landscaping projects already instituted at the urging of Governor 


Richard J. Hughes.

Commissioner Palmer noted that Congressman James J. Howard of New Jersey 
functioned as sectional floor manager in the House for President Johnson's 
Highway Beautification Act and Governor Hughes personally was responsible 
for a number of the votes required for passage of this bill through the

The Governor's policy was stated earlier this year when he said. "The 
highways of New Jersey hold for motoring America that promise of beauty 
which is a foundation stone of our natural heritage. It is our mitual 


obligation to make it a promise fulfilled. 


Along with the beautification of highway rights-of-way already acquired 

or to be purchased in the future, the new law makes provision for purchase 

of scenic strips or easements adjacent to the right-of-way. The Commissioner 
Said the Department has already reviewed several areas of the State Highway

In conjunction with the general highway beautification program, the Depart- 
ment has also expressed its willingness to participate in a project sponsored 
by the National Farmers Union and endorsed by Mrs. Lyndon Bs.

Trenton, Oct. 4 - ROAD NARROWS. How often have you seen that sign 
on many three and four lane highways? Obviously you know the road 


width will decrease ehead,....but in which direction, left or right? 


In order to clarify this quickly and simply the New Jersey State 
Highway Department has, in increasing numbers, installed symbol 
signs on State and Interstate highways in all locations where the 


number cf lanes decrease. 


The symbol sign conenioe no word message; a broad black unbroken 
line shows the side boundaries of the highway. One of the broad 
lines angles inward to show which side of the highway will narrow. 
Traffic lane lines are indicated by narrow black broken lines that 
show the number of lanes available to the motorist before and after 


the road narrows. 


Department Sign Engineers say this is not a new sign suddenly 
making its appearance along New Jersey highways, but one that has 
been in use in many locations for the past two years. It has been 


approved by the American Association of State Highway Officials
